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New Successes of Spartacans 
and Radicals Threatens

B f RNE, Mar. I.—The German gov­ 
ernment today faced the most serious 
situation since the new revolution. 
With the new Spartacan uprising now 
developing in all parts of the coun­ 
try, despatches indicated further^ouc- 
cess of the radicals in the central dis­ 
tricts might render the government 
virtually powerless. 
The Spartacans, apparently deter­ 
mined above everything else to iso­ 
late Berlin from southern Germany, 
were concentrating large forces in 
the central district for the purpose of 
preventing the movement of govern­ 
ment troops southward. 
W eim ar had 
already been cut off from the rest of 
the country, 
lf the revolution tri­ 
umphs in the south the national as­ 
sembly may fall. 
Some despatches 
indicated that at least a portion of 
the cabinet had succeeded in reaching 
Berlin. 
The presence of a great body 
of local troops in the capital has so 
far prevented a renewal of January 
riots. S trik es are reported to have 
reduced Berlin's electrical supply to 
a minimum.

Seheideiiiann are said to be growing 
apprehensive but so far have foiled 
to agree on remedial m easures.

Whoever passed the word to Bishop 
Adna D. Leonard of 
the 
Methodist 
chufcli to the effect that Mormonism 
is becoming stronger and stronger in 
Santa Ana and that Santa Ana has 
the reputation of being one of five 
cities of Southern California in which 
Monnonism is becoming strong, must 
have had a dream. Certain it is that 
hU| statement to the bishop could not 
have been founded on fact. The bish­ 
op’s prediction that in a few years the 
Influence of the Mormons here might 
be greater than the Influence of the 
Protestant churches seems in no w ay 
based upon actual conditions. 
If by Mormonism, the bishop refer­ 
red to those who are affiliated 
with 
the Brigham Young branch 
of 
the 
original Church of Jesus Christ of Lat­ 
ter Day Saints, the fact that thfe bish­ 
op was certainly misinformed 
as 
to 
the situation here can easily

street, is pastor of that church. When 
interviewed this morning he discussed 
the situation very frankly. 
“When I read the report of 
what 
Bishop Leonard had said,” said Rev. 
Goodriclk “I was inclined at first to 
write a reply, but on second thought 
I knew that the public was so well in­ 
formed about religious conditions here 
that everyone would know that 
the 
statem ents made to the bishop were 
based upon misinformation. 
"The unthinking public and the mis­ 
informed public have an idea that the 
church to which I belong believes in 
polygamy,” said he in answ er to ques­ 
tions. 
“As a m atter of fact, the Re­ 
organized church never did believe in 
polygamy and has never practiced it. 
It has abhorred polygamy 
and 
has 
fought it always. 
“In 1830 Joseph Smith founded the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints. 
In 1844 the prophet, Joseph 
Smith, Jr., was killed, and the 200,000 
members of 
the 
church 
scattered. 
There was one migration to Salt Lake 
City. The branch to which the Santa 
Ana 
church 
belongs 
rem ained 
at 
Nauvo, 111. 
Of the various branches 
there remain 
today 
just 
two, 
the 
branch that came to believe and prac­ 
tice polygamy and our branch, which 
claims to be the true church founded 
in 1830. Court decisions gave us the 
property’ left at the time of the break­ 
ing up in 1844. 
Goes to Salt Lake 
“Brigham Young led the 10,000 men 
and women who went to 
Salt 
I^ake 
City. 
It was not until 1852 that Brig­ 
ham Young promulgated the doctrine 
of polygamy. 
That was several years 
after lie and his followers had sepa­ 
rated from the

branch 
at 
Nauvo.

LONDON TO BAGDAD 


Before the war there was a famous 
continental train called the “Orient 
Express.” running from Paris to Con­ 
stantinople, 
through 
southern 
Ger­ 
many, A ustria and H u n g a r y . 
T hat 
train now has resumed service. 
But 
it no longer runs through the Cen­ 
tral Empires. 
It goes to Constanti­ 
nople via southern France, northern 
Italy and Serbia. 
There is no longer through service 
from Berlin to Constantinople, and is 
not likely to be for a long tim e to 
come. 
This development is of special in­ 
terest in view of the well known Prus­ 
sian plans for a through line from 
Berlin to Bagdad.
